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Home Town Cafe Booneville, KY

Last weekend 
Patty and I decided 
to take the ElkTourat 
Buckhorn Lake State Park. 
We stayed overnight at 
the park then got up 
at 5:30 am for a guided 
tour of the Starfire Mine 
near Hindman, where we 
viewed some elk grazing 
on the reclaimed strip 
mines. Our tour guide, 
Sue, was delightful and 
funny. 

Buckhorn Lake 
State Park is located in 
the Northwest corner of 
Perry County, KY, roughly 
between Hazard and 
Beattyville on the Middle 
Fork of the Kentucky 
River. The river has been 
dammed for a recreation¬ 
al lake. In winter months, 
with the water levels 
lowered for flood control, 
the lake has a muddy, 
rather dismal appear¬ 
ance but I like visiting the 
state parks during the 
quiet times of the year. It 
feels very peaceful and 
remote. 

Our ElkTour was 
finished by 10:30 on Sun¬ 


day morning and we had 
to check out of our rooms 
so we took a short hike in 
the park then decided to 
take the long way home 
through the interesting 
community of Buckhorn, 
then on through Owsley 
County to Beattyville past 
Natural Bridge State Park 
and home on the Moun¬ 
tain Parkway. 

Owsley County is 
very beautiful and serene 
with gently rolling hills. It 
feels very sparsely popu¬ 
lated. The county seat 
of Owsley is Booneville 
population 81 according 
to the 2015 Rand McNally 
Road Atlas. That is tiny by 
almost any standard too 
small to support even a 
fast food joint so we were 
somewhat surprised to 
seethe happily thriving 
family owned restaurant 
called the Hometown 
Cafe, located on the 
courthouse square in the 
center of town. 

We decided to 
stop for a late lunch on 
Sunday. As we walked 
inside we were delighted 


to see the hand printed 
menu on the wall with 
15 side dishes; shuck 
beans, fried cabbage, 
fried apples, peas, corn, 
hominy, mustard greens, 
baked beans, slaw, mac 
and tomatoes and lots 
more. 

The daily specials 
at Hometown Cafe (only 
6.79 including 2 sides 
and drink) include fried 
chicken, catfish, chicken 
and dumplings, country 
fried steak and chicken 
livers.They have burgers, 
fries and all the regular 
items you would expect. 
A cheeseburger with 
fries, slaw and a drink is 
about $7. Of course they 
also have soup beans and 
corn bread. 

Patty and I love 
home cooking restau¬ 
rants. They are getting 
harder to find around 
Kentucky especially 
because of competition 
from fake country corpo¬ 
rate owned chains like 
Cracker Barrel. Patty and I 
are both vegetarians so

Remember 

school lunches? I remem¬ 
ber skipping them- forgo¬ 
ing the bland, processed, 
mass produced fare for 
brown bags from home. 

Well, things have 
changed at least at Ow¬ 
sley County High School 
where students sit down 
to an abundance of fresh 
produce-an array of veg¬ 
etables and fruits they've 
grown from seed on their 
school farm. There's no 
problem getting kids to 
eat their veggies here 
according to agricul¬ 
ture teacher and FFA 
leader Candrea Bingham. 
Though some have never 
seen kale before and 
others were convinced 


they wouldn't like sweet 
potatoes, "if they grow it 
they eat it" she says. (And 
they loved the sweet 
potatoes!) 

At this school 
there's more at stake 
when it comes to healthy 
lunches than the usual 
fight to get kids to eat 
their spinach. Any discus¬ 
sion of Owsley Co. will 
quickly turn to its oft- 
cited statuses as one of 
the poorest counties in 
the nation. 

In this country 
with "next to no indus¬ 
try. . .a lot of our students 
go home and they don't 
get supper," Candrea 
says.

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we usually order the vegetable plate, 
which is also very reasonably priced 
at the Hometown Cafe. With my 
order of fried cabbage, shuck beans, 
fried apples and mac and toma¬ 
toes, I received the hugest piece 
of combread I have ever gotten at 
a restaurant anywhere and it was 
steaming fresh right out of the oven. 
Delicious! 

Patty talked to our server 
who gave Patty some advice on how 
to grow and prepare shuck beans 
and where to get the seeds. Patty is 
forever planning next years garden. 

We loved the food and the 
low-key atmosphere not to men¬ 
tion the low prices. After my meal 
I ordered a piece of cushaw cake 
which was spelled curshaw on the 
menu — this may be a local spelling 
for the big green striped pumpkins 
that are often seen sitting next atop 
hay bales in front yard Thanksgiv¬ 
ing displays. I am so glad to see 
that some people still eat these 
things, instead of just using them for 
ornamental displays. Cushaws are 
great. They grow easily in Kentucky

and they are both squash bug and 
drought resistant. Great for next 
years garden! 

I enjoyed my dinner so 
much that I called the owners of 
the Hometown Cafe. Jason Reed 
told me that he is a lifelong Owsley 
County resident. The restaurant he 
has owned with his wife Kimberley 
for the past 5 years had been in the 
same location for over 40 years. He 
told me that almost everything at 
Hometown is homemade not from 
a can like many small town restau¬ 
rants in Kentucky. 

Jason said that business has 
been so good that he is soon open¬ 
ing a new, larger restaurant called 
the Old Bus Stop Diner located 
nearby at 64 Mulberry Street in 
Booneville. In fact the Hometown 
Cafe will be closing soon, but the 
new restaurant will feature the same 
homemade food just in a slightly 
larger location. 

The Old Bus Stop Diner 
will have separate smoking and non¬ 
smoking seating areas. Patty and I 
have gotten so used to the smoke 


free dining scene in Lexington that 
it’s difficult for us to enjoy a meal 
when someone is smoking nearby. 

Jason told me that he tries 
hard to hire the best people — our 
server was a former McDonalds 
manager- and use quality ingredi¬ 
ents with an emphasis on creating a 
good homey, friendly atmosphere. 

I think all concerned Ken¬ 
tuckians who support the SOAR 
initiative and a positive economic 
transition for Eastern Kentucky 
should seek out and support small 
locally owned businesses like 
Hometown Cafe, Kathy’s Country 
Kitchen in Clay City or the great 
new pizza place called The Portal 
located in a former bank building in 
downtown Harlan. 

Is it worth the trip to Ow¬ 
sley County? I would say that if 
you like home cooking restaurants 
the Reeds are doing a great job. If 
you are in the area or if you enjoy 
exploring the lesser visited parts of 
Kentucky; Booneville is definitely 
a stop to consider. It’s not super far 
from the Red River Gorge. 


LOVE IS THE TEST 

The first line of 
John 3:16 gives the true 
definition of love, “For 
God so loved the world 
that He gave. . .” I Cor¬ 
inthians 13 is what many 
people call, “the love 
chapter”, but in the King 
James Bible the word 
love is not in the chap¬ 
ter. Where many newer 
versions of the Bible use 
the word love, the King 
James uses the word, 
“charity.” 

The message 
the Scriptures are giv¬ 
ing us here is that love is 
the giving of yourself to 
someone or something 
else. As a side note, this 
makes selfishness the op¬ 
posite of love, but more 
on that another day. 

Love is the greatest com¬ 
mandment (Mark 12:30- 
30). Love is also the test 
God uses for our hearts 
and our actions. The Bible 
clearly states that love is 
the determining factor in 
many areas of our lives. 
Love will determine if 
we are a true disciple of 
Jesus. 

“By this shall all men 
know that ye are my dis¬ 
ciples, if ye have love one 
to another” (John 13:35). 
I’ve always found this in¬ 
teresting. The world will 
know if we follow Jesus 
by the love we show each 
other. It’s not the love we 
show the world; it is the 


love we show one an¬ 
other. Arguments among 
the denominations, fights 
within denominations and 
individual churches are 
all reasons why the world 
won’t listen to us and be¬ 
lieves Christians are hyp¬ 
ocrites. If we won’t love 
our brothers and sisters in 
the Lord, is it any wonder 
the world does not believe 
we can love them? Quit 
the squabbling, the color 
of the carpet or how much 
the church spent on the 
new piano is nothing in 
comparison to the value 
of a soul. 

Love will also determine 
if our service for the Lord 
is legitimate. 

John 21:16, “He 
saith to him again the 
second time, Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that 
I love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my sheep.” 

A love for the 
Lord is why we should do 
what we do as Christians. 
God would rather have 
a man in the pulpit with 
a second-grade educa¬ 
tion that loves Him than 
a man with a Ph.D., who 
is there to give a speech 
about God, void of love 
for the Lord. From being 
a missionary in darkest 
Africa to the guy that 
cleans the toilets in the 
church restrooms, if you 
are not doing it because 
you love Jesus, you need 


to either start loving Jesus 
or quit. Love in service is 
so important; having a de¬ 
sire for the job is the first 
qualification for ministers 
(1 Timothy 3:1). God also 
told the church of Ephe¬ 
sus He would “remove” 
the church if they did not 
repent from leaving their 
first love (see Revelation 
1:20-2:7). 

Love gives posi¬ 
tive value to the words we 
speak, “Though I speak 
with the tongues of men 
and of angels, and have 
not charity, I am become 
as sounding brass, or a 
tinkling cymbal” (1 Corin¬ 
thians 13:1). Negative 
words can give positive 
value, it’s called construc¬ 


tive criticism. The prob¬ 
lem, however, is many 
times criticism is offered 
in a spirit of anger and 
not a spirit of love. Often, 
criticism is given not to 
build the other person up, 
but to tear them down, to 
make them feel small. 

Sometimes people 
receive criticism offered 
in the spirit of love the 
wrong way; the message 
is rejected and the spirit in 
which it is given is either 
misunderstood or ignored. 
This situation is sad and 
the one giving the criti¬ 
cism needs to continue to 
pray for the other indi¬ 
vidual. In 

the end, only words (posi¬ 
tive or negative) spoken in 


love have real worth and 
meaning. 

Love for our fellow Chris¬ 
tians proves our love for 
God. 

We have come 
full circle. This discussion 
started with love for the 
brethren being evidence of 
our discipleship; now we 
come to a verse telling us 
our love for one another 
confirms our love for God. 
1 John 4:20, “If a man say, 
I love God, and hateth his 
brother, he is a liar: for he 
that loveth not his brother 
whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God whom he 
hath not seen?” 

Now another 
question comes to mind; 
how many people claim¬ 


ing to be Christians don’t 
love God? 

If we don’t love 
God can we actually claim 
to be Christian? These 
are questions each person 
must answer for them¬ 
selves. I’ll leave you with 
one more verse, just to get 
you thinking even further. 

“If ye love me, 
keep my commandments” 
-John 14:15.

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the county courthouse and may be inspected 
between the iww 8:00 AM and 4:00PM on May 4 throug h May 18,2015 
also, 8:00 AM-12:00 PM Saturday May 9 & Saturday May 16th 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period, 

After the conference with the PVA or designated deputy, any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 


The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition stating the 
reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be received in the county clerk’s office no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 


A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, either 
in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals.

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation within 
30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 


(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Math classes use 
the farm for real life 
problem solving; science 
classes too. Candrea says; 
"it's the schools farm. 
Everybody has a chance 
to use it."That includes 
student's families. More 
than 2 dozen community 
gardens on the 10-acre 
farm are tended by locals. 
The gardeners are mostly 
parents who've never had 
gardens at home explains 
Charlotte Thompson, di¬ 
rector of food service for 
the school. They received 
plots of land and the 
school provides organic, 
often heirloom seeds as 
well as fertilizer but the 
families are responsible 
for maintaining their own 
garden. A lot of kids help 
she says. Sourcing in the 
school's backyard pays 
off in more ways than

one. "It keeps the money 
directly in the school 
system" says Charlotte. 

"I was getting produce 
from Bardstown, which is 
a long way from us. Now 
it can be from the farm to 
the cafeteria in less than 
10 minutes". Thanks to 
the efforts from students, 
staff such as Thompson 
and Bingham, and a sup¬ 
portive superintendent 
and community- financial 
support, gifts, and on the 
groundwork have come 
from businesses and col¬ 
leges across the town and 
state- the school used 
more than 3 tons of farm 
fresh food last year. Pro¬ 
duce that doesn't make it 
into school lunches is still 
put to good use. "We do a 
summer feeding pro¬ 
gram that provides meals 
(breakfast and lunch) free 
of charge to any child" 
Charlotte says. Excess 
produce is sold at the 
county's new twice-week¬ 
ly farmer's market, which 
sits on school grounds 
next to the old tobacco 
barn. Yes, tobacco. Once 
upon a time the school 
raised tobacco to fund 
the Ag. program. Today 
the structure houses farm 
equipment including the 
school's shiny, red trac¬ 
tor. Some food is sold to 
nearby schools for their 
lunches. Other schools 
see what a good thing 


and the Owsley Fiscal 
Court for providing their 
services, message boards, 
and flagmen in order to 
keep us out of harm's way 
as the clean-up effort 
ensued. Most of all, we 
would like to thank those 
who joined our group 
and got their hands dirty 
with us.

Owsley has here. Candrea 
gets calls every month 
from folks looking to 
start their own farm-to- 
school program.
